BOYNE CITY — City 
voters who have waited in 
long lines in one of the 
city’s two precincts will 
find relief now that the 
city commission is creat- 
ing one precinct with 
more access. 

The Boyne River is the 
north and south boundary 
line for voting precincts. 
Five voting booths per 
precinct were installed at 
City Hall, but one pre- 
cinct had 1,062 registered 
voters while the other had 
1,653, or 591 more vot- 
ers. 

By combining the 
boundaries of the two 
precincts, voters would 
not be separated and 
would have the use of all 
booths. City clerk Cindy 
Grice suggested the 
change to commissioners 
at a meeting some time 
ago. 

The change requires a 
city ordinance that has 
been drafted and the no- 
ticing process to the pub- 
lic is underway. 

“It (ordinance) won’t 
go into effect this Novem- 
ber, but after that it will 
be,” Grice said.

set up jointly between the participant and the local 
program office. Each dollar the participant saves is 
matched at a 3:1 ratio for home ownership or at a 2:1 
ratio for small business or higher education. The maxi- 
mum that can be matched is $1,000.00. 

Michigan Saves is an Individual Development 
Account program. The program has been very suc- 
cessful according to Keith Greenwald, who is a Bud- 
get/Housing Counselor for NMHSA. “Currently, we 
have 11 families in the program. Each enrollee has 
made a commitment to attend financial management 
classes, participate in individual budget/credit coun- 
seling, as well as make monthly deposits into their 
savings account to reach their desired goal.” 

NMHSA has received funding for this program 
through a grant from the Assets for Independence 
Act Demonstration Program. The Charlevoix Com- 
munity Foundation and the Petoskey-Harbor 
Springs Community Foundation have also provided 
funds in support of this effort. 

The funding source determines the eligibility re- 
quirements for the program. To be eligible, an ap- 
plicant must have income within 200% of poverty 
or below. For example, the income limit for a fam- 


ily of four is $40,000 per year. Participants must 


have a source of earned income.

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Environmental group opposes Alba well 


To the Editor: 

The Friends of the Jordan want 
to let your readers know why the 
group opposes CMS Energy put- 
ting an injection well in Alba. 

The Friends of the Jordan urge 
the U.S. Environmental Protec- 
tion Agency to deny CMS 
Energy’s proposal for a Class I 
“Non-Hazardous” waste disposal 
well in Star Township, Antrim 
County near the community of 
Alba. We represent a broad coa- 
lition of concerned citizens and 


| organizations who strongly op- 
pose this disposal well and the, 


rationale behind it. 

There is the risk to our irre- 
placeable water resources. The 
region surrounding Alba lies atop 
an enormous, pristine, freshwa- 
ter aquifer. This aquifer supplies 
drinking water for the region’s 


citizens and is the source of sev- 
eral major magnificent river sys- 
tems, including the Jordan and 
Manistee. This aquifer is a price- 
less, irreplaceable natural trea- 
sure. Any mistake, accident or 
miscalculation could have devas- 
tating impacts for many individu- 
als and the natural resources far 
into the future. 

We acknowledge that Class I 
disposal wells require extensive 
safeguards and the best engineer- 
ing technology can offer. How- 
ever, they are not foolproof. 

Operators of the leachate col- 
lection system in Bay Harbor shut 
the system down for seven 
months without telling anyone or 
installing an alternative solution 
to halt the continued .contamina- 
tion of Little Traverse Bay. In 
spite of their “covenant” not to 


pollute, the operations have 
proven to be untrustworthy and 
not reliable with regard to pollu- 
tion prevention. 

The level of risk associated 
with well safeguards and previ- 
ous operator failures is unaccept- 
able to such a pristine resource. 

While perhaps unintended, the 
reality is that CMS Energy chose 
aremote location with limited fi- 


nancial resources to oppose the 


disposition of toxic wastes gen- 
erated far away in a privileged 
resort community. The small ru- 
ral community of Alba has spo- 
ken out very clearly on this issue 
— they do not want this well. At 
EPA’s public hearing on June 13, 
2007 in Alba, citizens unani- 
mously voiced their outrage over 
this proposal.

Beware of jury duty scam 


To the editor: 

Whenever we hear or read 
about our fellow citizens being 
victims of a scam, it usually con- 
cerns the weak, the sick or the old 
in our society. But now the 
crooks are targeting all of us, and 
especially the patriotic, the civic- 
minded and the law-abiding citi- 
zens among us. Most of us take a 
summons for jury duty seriously, 
but often people skip out on their 
civic duty, and now a new kind 
of scam has surfaced and this is 
how it works. The caller claims 


to be a jury coordinator and tells 
you that you failed to appear for 
jury duty and an arrest warrant 
was going to be served on you. 
When you protest that you never 
received a summons for jury duty, 
the scammer asks you for your 
Social Security number and date 
of birth so that he or she can 
verify the information and can- 
cel the arrest warrant. If you give 
out any of this information, your 
identity was just stolen. This 
scam has been reported in 11 
states so far and this scam is 


particularly insidious because 
they use intimidation over 
they’ re with the court system. A 
good rule of thumb is to never 
give out personal information of 


‘any kind over the phone or 


internet and to ask that the caller 
mail you the a written request for 


the information so that you can ° 


check it out before responding. 
As always, believe nothing you 
read or are told until you check 
it out for yourself and find it to 
be true. The FBI and federal 
court system have issued nation-

CMS Energy needs to be fully accountable for 
their irresponsible choices. . 

In the late 1980’s and long before Bay Haibor 
Resort was developed, scientists reported toxic 
leachate seeping from CKD waste piles at the then 
abandoned Penn Dixie Cement Plant. We know that 
when CKD is infiltrated with water a toxic. soup 
emerges. As required at other sites with CKD piles, 
the proper disposal method was and is to encapsu- 
late the CKD piles with an impervious barrier of 
high-density polyethylene or two feet of protective 
material. Back then, it would have been far easier 
(and less costly) to encapsulate the CKD piles be- 
fore development occurred. Instead, Bay Harbor 
chose to cover it with six to twelve inches of top 
soil, build over it and hoped the problem would go

away. It did not. 

We can now futilely argue and litigate and seek to 
assess blame. Or, CMS Energy and Bay Harbor can 
simply do what they should have done from the be- 
ginning. Their gamble did not pan out. These CKD 
piles need to be capped and encapsulate and made 
impermeable to moisture. The concept is very simple 
but the task will be substantial and costly. However, 


- maintaining a collection system prone to failure, neu- 


tralizing, transporting and disposing of millions of 

gallons of toxic wastes into the foreseeable future is 
also expensive and risky, not to mention unethical. 

The EPA is taking comments from the public until 

July 27.

Charlevoix County 
Community Foundation 
awarded a grant of 
$3,000 to the Moms & 
Tots Center in Elisworth 
for the purchase of car 
seats and cribs for Char- 
levoix County clients 
who are unable to afford 
them. The grant was 
awarded to help address 
the foundation’s concern 
for the safety of children. 

The Moms & Tots 
Center is a Christian 


non-denominational so- _ 


cial service agency as- 
sisting with the needs of 
pregnant young women 
and young mothers from 
southern Charlevoix 
and northern Antrim 
Counties. The center is 
a ministry of Good Sa- 
maritan Family Services 
located in Ellsworth. 
For many years 
young single women 
with children had been 
seeking Good Samari- 


tan Pantry’s assistance 
for such things as food, 
clothing, heating fuel, 
and rent. The board of 
directors decided that a 
separate organizational 
entity should be created 
to specifically address 
their needs. After much 
research and planning, 
the Moms & Tots Cen- 
ter opened its doors in 
August of 2001. 

The center provides 
three distinct services. 
The first is to meet the 
immediate needs of the 
young woman (mostly 
teens) who thinks she is 
pregnant or who is preg- 
nant. We provide her 
with a free pregnancy 
test, peer counseling, 
referrals, information, 
and encouragement. 

Second, for the 
woman who wants to 
parent her baby (virtu- 
ally everyone) the cen- 
ter provides a baby 


closet. The closet in- 
cludes maternity 
clothes, diapers, baby 
food, formula, baby 
clothes, and all types of 
equipment. This service 
includes continued peer 
counseling, informa- 
tion, and encourage- 
ment. 

A third service that is 
available for the women 
who want it, is the 
mentoring program. It 
consists of pairing a 
young mother with a 
mature woman to'be her 


_ friend, a listening ear, a 


source of information 
and positive feedback. 
Long-term relationships 
are encouraged to help 
clients become good 
mothers and solid citi- 
zens. 

Some clients have 
been coming to the cen- 
ter for five years. Our 
active clients now num- 
ber more than 300.

Naomi DeWinter, North 
Central’s dean of student services, told the 
college’s board of trustees this week that 860 
students were registered for the summer semes- 
ter that began on June 4, an increase of 122 stu- 
dents, or 16.5 percent, over the 2006 summer 
semester.

Michigan has its own capable field general 
in senior quarterback Chad Henne, entering 
his fourth season as the starter for coach 
Lloyd Carr’s equally dangerous offense.

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New opportunities for healthcare training 


People who are interested in pursuing a job in’ 
the growing healthcare industry will now have more 
opportunities to get the training they need. The 
Healthcare Regional Skills Alliance of Northwest 
Michigan has been in existence for three years, and 
is now poised to expand extensively due to a 
$500,000 grant from the U.S. Department of 
Labor’s High Growth Job Training Initiative.

“With increasing high demand for qualified di- 
rect care workers, it is imperative that this region is 
able to meet the demand,” said Jean Peters, coordi- 
nator for the Healthcare RSA. “This grant will cre- 
ate capacity to provide a career path through train- 
ing opportunities that have previously been offered 
on a limited basis or not at all.

Traveling with

“A visit to your 
veterinarian and a few simple phone calls can go a 
long way toward a safe vacation for your pet.” 

To ensure a worry-free and pet-friendly trip: 

1, Visit a veterinarian: It is important to find out 
if a pet can handle the stress of a vacation. A veteri- 
narian can advise whether older pets or those with 
health issues should travel, suggest the most rea- 
sonable method of transportation and offer specific 
feeding instructions. ; 

2. Plan for transportation: Acclimate’ your pet to 
the travel environment before leaving. Once a pet 
is used to its surroundings, it will become much 
more comfortable. For example, take a cat that is 
not used to car travel on gradually longer trips to 
build up tolerance. 

For air travel, certificates must be obtained no 
more than 10 days prior to departure verifying 
health and rabies vaccination. A clean bill of health 
means your pet is ready to enjoy a vacation. Also 
when flying, try to book a nonstop flight to reduce 
stress on the pet. 

When staying at a hotel, check the facility’s s Web 
site or call the hotel directly to make sure pets are 
welcome. Regardless of the type of travel, always 
make sure the information on a pet’s collar is up to 
date, including a cell phone number.

Reduce risk of swimmer’s itch 


While water quality is 
generally very good at 
northern Michigan 
lakes, the local health 
department wants to re- 
mind beach goers to. 
protect themselves 
against contracting 
swimmer’s itch. 

Swimmer’s itch is 
caused by a naturally 
occurring parasite that is 
carried from lake to lake 
by droppings from 
ducks, geese, or other 
waterfowl. The organ- 
isms then move into 
snails where they ma- 
ture, eventually coming 
out to re-infect more 


waterfowl. 

When human swim- 
mers leave the water, 
any parasites on their 
skin may burrow into 
the skin in an effort to 
survive. The parasites 
die quickly, but they can 
trigger an irritating rash, 
said Joshua Meyerson, 


‘MD, Medical Director 


of the Northwest Michi- 
gan Community Health 
Agency, the health de- 
partment that serves 


‘Antrim, Charlevoix, 


Emmet, and Otsego 
counties. “Your body 
reacts to the parasite by 
forming itchy, red 


bumps. Swimmer’s itch 
isn’t contagious, but it 
can be very uncomfort- 
able.” 

Meyerson offers the 
following tips to reduce 
the chances of develop- 
ing swimmer’s itch: 
briskly dry off with a 
towel as soon as you 
come out of the water, 
including the area under 
swimsuits, and shower 
immediately after 
swimming if facilities 
are available. 

Not everyone who is 
exposed to the parasite 
will necessarily de- 
velop swimmers’ itch. 


“Repeated exposure in- 
creases sensitivity to 
the parasite and in- 
creases the likelihood 
of swimmer’s itch,” 


Meyerson said. He said _ 


children are often in- 
fected with swimmer’s 
itch since they typically 
wade in and out of shal- 
low water where the or- 
ganism is predomi- 
nately found and play 
on the beach as water 


evaporates on their. 


skin. 

Within minutes of 
swimming or wading in 
infested water, people 
may experience tin- 


gling, burning, or itchy 
skin. Or, symptoms 
may take up to a week 
to appear. A small, red- 
dened bump will de- 
velop at the entrance 
site of each parasite, 
causing periods of itch- 
ing that can last for sev- 
eral days. 

Using calamine lo- 
tion, an antihistamine 
such as Benadryl or cor- 
ticosteroid cream, cool 


compresses, baths with’ 


baking soda or colloidal 
oatmeal, such as 
Aveeno, may control 
itching. “The most im-
